Dear Paul and Gary, 

I have received Paul’s mailing of 9/21, with. 1 tiers to both of us. My 
wife read the letters to ms ss we were on out’ way to Washington, but I’ve not had 
time to go over them carefully or to examine the valuable enclosures. I shall, 
later today, A n the brief interval I have, I note several things I do not want to 
forget. 


I have heard further from the man who first ap -reached me two and a half 
years ago about Bolden. am satisfied he is a certified, unquestioned nnt, but 
only in the medical sense. He frist sent me s long, seemingly intelligent telfgrsm, 
then he got me out of bed after midnight yesterday. It is the conversation that leaves 
no doubt ih my mind. He cannot hold a logical thought. My wife, whi hsd answered the 
phone, listened in. Her opinion, at the end, a male Philotnena, which 1 think will 
mean something to Gary. However, for whatever it is erth, he said tne Bolden address 
is unchanged (home, that is-he doesn't know where he is in jail but thinks it may 
be Alabama) end says the home phone is 488-4822. If he knows anything at aLl about 
the case, ha succeeded in not giving any indication of it and I did zsfc questions. 

There is a fine young woman who just got her degree ana has no inrediate 
pians for the future, ner mother is a friend of mine, I went there yesterday to see 
if I could get her to do two things: go over the annotation of my bibliography by 
*“lke Simmons and compare that with the list of numbers he gave me. Then I want her 
to go to the Archives and see. if she can, as Paul rightly wants, make a study of the 
organization iof the files. She is quite bright, A met her six months ago, and she is 
concerned. However, she was ill and in bed, so have no answer. I 11 let you know 

if and how this works out. I do not want to take the time to do this myself, but I 
agree with Paul that it should be done and If it would in any way help the fine 
work Jim is doing, that, in itself, would make it worthwhile. Meanwhile, I wonder 
if an Inquiry to the Archives!? from anyone but me, would, accomplish this- if th^ 
have it on paper? If this might do it, I then ask if we might ask this of Herb 
Jaspers, legislative assistant to Senator ^ondale? I could esk it cr perhaps it 
might b~ better if Gary did. If we do ssk it of him- and if it exists on paper he 
should get it- I think it would be wise to have what we want to get specific and in 
witting, so we can give it to him.
